Th e h ill, so metimes called 
“Mo u n t Trash mo re” b y p eo p le 
in Virgin ia Beach , is 6 5 feet 
h igh an d co v ers ab o u t 18 acres 
o f gro u n d, an d is p laced in th e 
cen ter o f a large p ark. 
Th e so lid waste u sed in b u ild­ 
in g th e stru ctu re in clu ded all 
th e mu n icip al wastes o f Virgi­ 
n ia Beach fo r th e p ast fiv e 
y ears, an d, in additio n , mo st o f 
th e h o u seh o ld wastes o f n earb y 
No rfo lk fo r two y ears. 
Th at came to a to tal o f 400,- 
000 to n s o f so lid wastes. Hie 
dirt lay ers in th e h ill weigh ed 
ab o u t 280,000 to n s. 
Th ere will b e seatin g o n th e 
h ill fo r 10,000 p eo p le to watch 
p lay s an d o th er en tertain men ts 
in an am p h ith eater b elo w. 
Th ere will b e a co astin g ramp 
o n e-fo u rth mile lo n g fo r u se b y 
y o u n g p eo p le racin g th e cars 
u sed in so ap b o x derb y co mp e­ 
titio n s. Th e ramp will co n fo rm 
to n atio n al so ap b o x derb y 
sp ecificatio n s an d may b e u sed 
fo r n atio n al an d lo cal derb y 
meets. 
After th e h ill is seeded an d 
lan dscap ed with trees, a ro ad, a 
p arkin g lo t, an o b serv atio n 
to wer, an d a restau ran t will b e 
added o v er a p erio d o f time. 
A 3 5 -acre fresh water lake 
h as b een dev elo p ed fro m a p it 
wh ere dirt was scrap ed o u t to 
co n stru ct State High way 
Ro u te 44; earth fro m th e ex ­ 
cav atio n was also u sed fo r 
daily co v er o f th e so lid wastes 
in th e h ill. Th e lake will b e 
sto cked with fish , an d a mari­ 
n a will b e b u ilt th ere. Th e 
lan d su rro u n din g th e h ill an d 
lake will b e co me p icn ic 
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areas, ten n is co u rts an d p lay ­ 
in g fields. 
“Th is p ro ject is far mo re 
th an a n o v elty ,” said Ru ckel­ 
sh au s. “Fiv e y ears ago , th e dty 
o f Virgin ia Beach was faced 
with in creasin g p o p u latio n , ris­ 
in g so lid waste disp o sal co sts, 
an d was u sin g a n early filled 
o p en b u rn in g du mp fo r waste 
disp o sal. No t o n ly was th e 
du mp an ey eso re, b u t th e o p en 
b u rn in g cau sed air p o llu tio n , 
an d seep age fro m th e du mp 
th reaten ed to co n tamin ate th e 
area’s gro u n d water, wh ich 
flo ws v ery n ear th e lan d su r­ 
face. 
“Th e u se o f a co n v en tio n al 
lan dfill b elo w gro u n d was n o t 
p o ssib le b ecau se th e o p erato rs 
wo u ld h av e h ad to du mp so lid 
waste directly in to th e gro u n d 
water. Su ch a p ractice do es n o t 
co n fo rm with san itary lan dfill 
tech n iq u es,” h e said. 
Th e EPA h o p es co astal 
co mmu n ities, an d o th er co m­ 
mu n ities with a h igh water 
tab le, will co n sider u sin g th e 
Virgin ia Beach ap p ro ach . 
Th e to tal co st o f th e h ill at th e 
en d o f 1970, wh en EPA’s su p ­ 
p o rt en ded, was $1,115 ,09 5 . 
EPA’s co n trib u tio n was $3 06 ,- 
092. Th e city o f Virgin ia Beach 
co n trib u ted $428,583 . Th e b al­ 
an ce o f th e co sts was o ffset b y 
$3 80,420 in lan dfill gate receip ts 
taken fro m th e city o f No rfo lk 
an d fro m co mmercial h au lers. 
Officials o f Virgin ia Beach 
p lan to co n tin u e th e p ractice o f 
b u ildin g h ills o u t o f so lid waste 
as a disp o sal tech n iq u e. Th ey 
estimate th e co st o f b u ildin g th e 
h ill at less th an two do llars fo r 
each to n o f so lid waste u sed. 
(Lan dfill o p eratio n s th ro u gh o u t 
th e co u n try v ary fro m o n e to 
fiv e do llars a to n . In cin eratio n 
co sts v ary fro m 7 to 13 do llars a 
to n . 
An in dep en den t estimate o f 
th e lan d v alu e, wh en th e p ro j­ 
ect is co mp lete, p laces th e 
v alu e at $25,000 an acre as 
co mp ared to a v alu e o f $500 
an acre wh ich ex isted p rio r to 
th e p ro ject.

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McG stresses economi cs 


LOS ANGELES (K F S )- Presi­ 
dential nominee George McGovern 
whispered urgently to his California 
campaign manager, Charles Ma- 
nett, in a corner of a crowded room 
after a long day of public appear­ 
ances: 
“ How’d I do on jobs?” 
Manett sm iled reassuringly. 
“ Just what we’ve been needing,” he 
replied. 
It was the day after President 
Nixon pulled the carpet out from un­ 
der McGovern on the peace issue 
with the announcement of dramatic 
progress toward a Vietnam settle­ 
ment. 
There was nothing left for Mc­ 
Govern to do but turn his attention at 
last to the problems of unemploy­ 
ment, inflation, and other bread- 
and-butter concerns. 
Sen Hubert Humphrey and a host 
of other Democratic professionals 
have been telling McGovern for 
weeks that the economy was his best 
and safest issue. But McGovern per­ 
sisted in concentrating upon Viet­ 
nam, despite the signals that Nixon 
was preparing a coup, and upon gov­ 
ernment corruption, despite polls 
that indicate the public does not care 
about it. 
Now, belatedly, McGovern is try­ 
ing to convince voters in little more 
than a week that he can handle a 
peacetime economy more efficiently 
than President Nixon. It is a mes­ 
sage that could better have been sold 
over the past two months. 
“ I don’t understand why McGov­ 
ern has let us get by with the econo­ 
my issue,” a high-ranking Nixon 
campaign adviser observed recent­ 
ly. “ It’s the one area in which the 
President is vulnerable, but McGov­ 
ern hardly ever talks about it.” 


Why indeed? 
McGovern seems uncomfortable 
with economic questions. His pre­ 
convention program for tax reform 
and redistributing income proved to 
be so controversial and unrealistic 
he has had to revise most of it drasti­ 
cally. He has never adequately ex­ 
plained why he introduced a welfare 
measure to provide a minimum of 
$6,5 00 a year for every family if, as 
he now says, he did not favor its 
adoption. 
His small town, 
rural- 
state background has left him unfa­ 
miliar with the simple union hall 
language of jobs and full dinner pails 
which urban state politicians know 
so well. He tends to talk about the 
economy in terms of statistics rath­ 
er than people. 
He has 
sometimes 
displayed 
what must seem to most individuals 
a very casual attitude toward the se- 


curity of having a job. During the 
primary here, he dismissed fears of 
aerospace workers concerned about 
the loss of jobs during the transition 
from a military to peacetime econo­ 
my by promising them a year’s un­ 
em ploym ent com pensation while 
they looked for other work. (He now 
says he won’t phase out any job de­ 
pendent on the military budget until 
there is a comparable civilian job to 
take its place.) 
But in shifting to bread-and-but­ 
ter issues, McGovern has nothing to 
lose. The other issues he has tried ei­ 
ther now work against him or have 
failed to catch on. His campaign 
here, as in other states, is moribund. 
Manett, who took over McGov­ 
ern’s campaign only a month ago af­ 
ter it had run through four other 
managers, convinced McGovern in a 
frank one-hour session that the econ­ 
omy was his only hope. He pointed 
out that a canvass by McGovern 
workers of 18 0,000 homes in heavily 
undecided precincts indicated that 
jobs and inflation were the two m a­ 
jor concerns. And he urged that Mc­ 
Govern get Humphrey to campaign 
here for him. 
It was Humphrey who first raised 
serious questions about McGovern’s 
position on economic issues during 
the June California primary. More 
than a half million people are unem­ 
ployed in this state, a figure that 
represents a rate considerably high­ 
er than the national average. Em ­ 
ployment is down 11.3 per cent in the 
aerospace and defense industries, 
the single largest source of jobs. Ten 
per cent of the state population is on 
welfare. 
In June, Humphrey charged that 
McGovern’s proposals to cut the na­ 
tional defense budget by $32 billion 
would result in immediate wide­ 
spread unemployment. The charges 
were sufficiently effective to bring 
» 
Humphrey to within five percentage 
points of McGovern in the primary, 
although Humphrey had neither or­ 
ganization, momentum nor money 
to compare with McGovern’s. 
Thus, ironically, politics comes 
full circle; Humphrey is summoned 
to rescue the man who defeated him, 
and take the lingering sting out of his 
own primary charges. 
But is very late in the game. 
“ McGovern scares me,” a taxidriv- 
er says bluntly. 
“ People think McGovern is too 
footloose and fancy free with their 
taxes, their incomes and their jobs,” 
an influential political consultant 
says. 
Reversing such opinions in the 
brief time left to him seems like an 
impossible task for McGovern. 


McG's el ecti on woul d shatter confi dence 


By HENRY J. TAYLOR 
A feeling prevails that presiden­ 
tial candidate George McGovern’s 
election would shatter confidence. 
Some Texans believe that if a 
centipede crawls over fresh beef 
there is a poison in its feet that rots 
the meat. Lack of confidence is like 
that. And that confidence factor here 
is unique in the world. 
This is because the way we live 
through our highest standard of liv­ 
ing in the world is unique in the 
world. 
The place where the rich really 
get richer (exclusively Red offi­ 
cials) and the poor get poorer is the 
Soviet Union. There is an income 
tax, but it has never exceeded 13 per 
cent. There is no inheritance tax. 
There is merely a simple probate 
fee. Thurs the children of the rich al­ 
so will be rich. 
However, the average Russian, 
like Porgy, has “ plenty of nothing.” 
There is no need to worry about the 
impact of the psychological situation 
on buying. Hardly anything the av­ 
erage Russian buys is postponable. 
The population lives on bare neces­ 
sities. 
Even in France, with the in­ 
creased prosperity, only about 15 
per cent of the French people’s buy­ 


ing is postponable. Eighty-five per 
cent is not. In Britain the psycholog­ 
ical attitude has equally little to do 
with British buying. 
But here—look around you. 
Recently I was in Rochester, 
N.Y. It typifies the dependence on 
the confidence factor. The five larg­ 
est job-supplying industries there 
are Eastman Kodak, General Mo­ 
tors, Xerox, Bausch & Lomb and the 
clothing manufacturing firms. They 
make cam eras, automobile equip­ 
ment, copiers, optical goods and 
garments. 
Every one of these job-supplying 
products need not be bought so often 
if consumers lack confidence. 
Their purchase is postponable. 
The buying of them is discretionary. 
A low consumer confidence backs up 
terribly on the jobs and payrolls in 
Rochester and, more amazingly 
than we may realize, in nearly every 
city across our country. 
Food growing and processing, for 
example, are the largest industries 
in our nation. And even our food is 
much more postponable than we 
may imagine. The confidence factor 
is lethal on food consumption— 
largely because this includes many 
frills. 
Our bread’s wheat fills 600,000 


freight cars a year. Many bread spe­ 
cialties are bought on impulse. Ditto 
meat specialties, and meat is about 
24 per cent of the average family’s 
food bill. More than 300,000 stores 
carry groceries. Less than 40,000 do 
68 per cent of the business. A super­ 
market stocks about 14,000 items. 
Count sometime just the food frills. 
Drugstores and other stores have 
a $4.2-billion-a-year market in ethi­ 
cal drugs and notice among these a 
great many frills as well. 
We spend more than $1 billion a 
year for packaged pet foods, three- 
quarters of which is for the nation’s 
dogs. These feasts for Fido are post­ 
ponable. Fido could get scraps, in­ 
stead. 
We eat about 20 pounds of candy 
per person a year. Producing chil­ 
dren’s toys, gam es, sporting goods 
and leisure-tim e equipment are 
enormous contributors to our econo­ 
my. Our job-producing factories sold 
$6 billion worth of cosmetics and 
toiletries last year, and beauty par­ 
lors did a multimillion-dollar busi­ 
ness. Every dollar and every job in­ 
volved is immensely sensitive to the 
postponement backlash. 
Our chemical industry is a verit­ 
able $40 billion-a-year-cornucopia. A 
startling large proportion of what it 


i 
pours out is purchase postponable. 
There are more than 60 millipn 
households. Our youth are marrying 
earlier and having larger families. 
The job-supplying factories produce 
about 15 0 million home appliance^ a 
year. Like automobiles, our No.l 1 
bellwether industry, new purchases 
of home appliances are terribly 
postponable. 
• 
Meanwhile, more people are em­ 
ployed today in services employ­ 
ment than in production employ­ 
ment. Almost 60 per cent of all peo­ 
ple working are working in service 
jobs—from car parkers to repair­ 
men, 
from 
waitresses 
to store 
clerks. If confidence is shattered the 
most vulnerable thing to postpone­ 
ment is services. 
Consumer spending accounts for 
about two-thirds of our gross nation­ 
al product. This is now around $1 
trillion a year. An astounding 40 per 
cent of everything we buy is in Jhe 
postponable class. Only about 60 per 
cent of our purchases is absolutely 
esential and not postponable. 
Fire creates its own wind, urging 
the flames before it. So does confi­ 
dence. And the confidence factor 
haunts any possibility of Mr. Mc­ 
Govern’s election.

Churchman's vi ew McG boomerang: Vi et

No matter what your party loyal­ 
ty and preference, you have to agree 
that this has been a dreary presiden­ 
tial campaign. Gone are the days of 
debates between candidates. 
The major Democratic thrust 
seems to be a panel of newsmen ask­ 
ing Sen. George McGovern if he 
really said that the Nixon adminis­ 
tration was evil. The Republican re­ 
sponse is having Mrs. Nixon open a 
day-care center in South Nowhere. 
For some, the most amazing dis­ 
traction of this non-campaign was 
the remark by a Nixon staffer that 
“ the biggest liar in our class at 
school was the preacher’s kid.” That 
gives you an idea of how some indi­ 
viduals weigh the issues of the hour 
as well as their attitude toward cler­ 
gymen. 
For the larger American commu­ 
nity, this political year is simply a 
disaster. Blame the parties, the can­ 
didates, the people, for all have con­ 
tributed to the heaviness of the hour. 
Issues seem to have vanished. Dis­ 
cussion and debate is limited to 
bum per-stickers and 20-second 
broadcasts. Pollsters keep showing 
us the percentage points, telling us 
that numbers are more important 
than issues, with the undecided vote 
looking larger every day. 
Some churchmen have responded 
to the question posed by Christianity 
and Crises, “ What at Stake in ’7 2,” 
which offers some hope of intelli­ 
gence, even in the waning hours of a 
boring campaign. 


Harvey Cox believes that policy 
differences are no longer fought out 
in general elections. Like France, 
Germany, England, the differences 
between parties is more obscure, 
with administration replacing poli­ 
tics and negotiation the agency of 
political change. Cox concludes, “ It 
could well be that Mike Harrington’s 
dream coalition turns out to consist 
of students, blacks, working people, 
and minorities who would rather de­ 
pend on personal advancement, luck 
and connections to satisfy their 
needs than on social change.” 
William Stringfellow sees the pri­ 
mary issue in the erosion of rule of 
law. “ The Nixon regime has extra­ 
ordinarily accentuated the constitu­ 
tional crises. Whether one speaks of 
the war or the Watergate espionage, 
court appointments or manipulation 
of grand juries . . . lawless arrests 
or preventive detention . . . the 
premise of this administration is 
that authority is a law unto itself.” 
Roger Shinn exp resses 
the 
thought harbored by many when he 
writes, “ I think the stakes in this 
election are great, and I know what I 
hope for. I hope for a housecleaning 
in Washington that will scrub out the 
debris from two administrations, 
Democratic and Republican, and for 
a reversal of present policies that 
will restore credibility to govern­ 
ment and revive the old-fashioned 
assumption, forgotten in the last 
decade, that the White House tells 
the people the truth. ”

Talked A b out

CAMPAIGNING WITH McGOV- 
ERN (NEA)— The evident ap­ 
proach of a Vietnam peace settle­ 
ment keeps Sen. George McGovern 
talking long and often about the war. 
Many politicians think he can’t gain 
ground on this issue, that President 
Nixon is the beneficiary. But there 
may be some domestic issue spinoff 
for McGovern. 


Watching the senator through 
Iowa City and Sacramento and Los 
Angeles as he began to deal with the 
prospect of an early settlement in 
the very shadow of the Nov. 7 elec­ 
tion, you had to conclude he was 
game—and, at least in public, not 
panicky. 
Yet all the polling evidence to 
date suggests the President all along 
has been getting the chief benefit 
from Vietnam, from taking out more 
than 5 00,000 troops, ending our com­ 
bat role, etc. 
It could hardly be otherwise but 
that the plausible prospect of a nego­ 
tiated peace would enhance the 
President’s status with the voter on 
this and other foreign policy issues. 
Nevertheless, on the trail, Mc­ 
Govern, apparently unflapped by 
these developments, continued to 
hammer on Vietnam. His basic 
theme, of course, is that all this 
could have been achieved when Nix­ 
on took office nearly four years 
ago—and without the loss of another 
20,000 American lives in the inter­ 
vening time. 
He is even arguing that all the 
Vietnam troubles since the Geneva 
accords of 1954 could have been 
avoided, though the South Vietnam­ 
ese did not sign that pact which end­ 
ed the French phase of the long 
struggle in Vietnam. 
Probably, however, these argu­ 
ments are not going to take hold. Ha­ 
noi showed no signs of real bargain­ 
ing at Paris when Lyndon Johnson 
still held the White House in 1968 , nor 
in the five months of 1969 before Nix­ 


on began unilateral withdrawal of 
U.S. forces (which no leading Demo­ 
crat has ever advocated). Further­ 
more, Hanoi in 1969 mounted a sec­ 
ond Tet offensive in South Vietnam, 
and gave up “ main force” fighting 
only when convinced, by midsum­ 
mer of 1969, that such assaults were 
not succeeding. 
; 
It is perhaps inevitable, though, 
that McGovern should go on talking 
Vietnam. He has ignored all advice 
this fall to downplay it on the ground 
it is a waste of his time, that he has 
all the votes he can get from it. The 
imminence of a peace pact is a m at­ 
ter too close to his heart for him to 
resist discussing it. Vietnam is in 
truth the only issue he feels wholly 
comfortable with. 
Still, it is being suggested by 
some national political analysts 
that, ironically, McGovern may in 
the present circumstances gain new 
voters from those Americans deeply 
concerned about jobs. 
The prospect of peace will per­ 
suade many, it is contended, that de­ 
clining defense output may cost 
thousands of jobs. No polls show vot­ 
ers generally believing that the 
President is seen as a superior man­ 
ager of the domestic economy. He is 
in fact markedly weak in this re­ 
spect. 
The natural inclinations of wav­ 
ering voters, and there still are siza­ 
ble numbers, should therefore move 
them toward the Democrats, who for 
years have been judged better han­ 
dlers of the conomy. 
This is McGovern’s chance to 
gain, in a backhanded way, from the 
peace issue. But even there he has a 
problem. He is widely viewed by 
voters as muddy on economic issues. 
No really clear idea of his plans and 
goals has registered with voters. • 
So, in the end, many doubtful vot­ 
ers may be weighing, on the domes­ 
tic side, a Republican they habitual­ 
ly distrust against a McGovern who 
has not gained their regard on eco­ 
nomic matters at all.

Further gains 
in milk prices 
are predicted

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agricu ltu re Department says 
dairy farmers can look forward 
to fu rther gains in milk prices 
and produ ction next year, bu t 
warns net profits may su ffer 
from rising feed costs. 
“Larger milk mark etings and 
somewhat higher prices 
in 
prospect for 1973 point to a 
boost in dairy cash receipts 
from (a record) $7.1 billion in 
1972,” officials said Wednesday 
in a preliminary report on the 
dairy situ ation. 
“Farmers will gross almost 5 
per cent more from milk and 
cream mark etings this year, 
bu t rising produ ction costs are 
limiting gains in net income,” 
the report said. 
Costs of feeding cows are ex­ 
pected to continu e u p in 1973 
and probably will limit milk 
produ ction increases to arou nd 
one billion pou nds, the report 
said. 
Total milk ou tpu t in 1972 is 
expected to be 120.5 billion 
pou nds, an increase of 1.9 bil­ 
lion from last year. 
Feed-grain prices have in­ 
creased from last Tall, largely 
becau se of heavy export sales 
and a smaller corn crop. Also, 
according to su rveys, hay and 
other rou ghage in some dairy 
areas are lower this season. 
Bu t milk prices in 1972 are 
expected to average abou t $6.05 


per hu ndredweight, u p 3 per 
cent from last year. Officials 
say farm milk prices are ex­ 
pected 
to 
continu e 
above 
year earlier levels throu gh the 
first three months of 1973. 
After that, mu ch depends on 
the level of government milk 
price su pports for the mark et­ 
ing year which begins next 
April 1, the report said. The de­ 
partment did not increase the 
su pport rate for the cu rrent 
1972-73 season. 
Althou gh rising feed costs 
may bite into milk profits later 
on, the USDA’s milk -feed price 
ration in October was near a 
record high. The ratio, ex­ 
pressed as the nu mber of 
pou nds of feed eq u al in valu e to 
one pou nd of farm milk , was 
1.81 last month. 
The October ratio was down 
three points from 1.8 4 reported 
a year earlier. In November 
last year, largely becau se of 
mu ch-lower corn prices du ring 
a record harvest, it rose to a 
record 1.88.

Thomp son’s p olitical adv er­ 
tisements p lu g himself and Nix ­

I had a near fatal 
heart attack three y ears ago. 
Eighteen months later, I cou ld 
hardly p u t one foot ahead of the 
other. My cardiologist did a dy e 
test on my heart to determine if 
and where I had a b lock ed 
artery . 
The dy e test cau sed a b lood 
clot ab ov e my 'right ank le. It 
was remov ed b y a su ction 
machine u p throu gh my groin. I 
cou ld not b e * giv en any 
sedativ es du e to my heart 
condition and I went throu gh 
v ery mu ch p ain — so, I don’t 
p lan to ev er hav e another dy e 
test. 
I did hav e a b lock ed artery , 
the main one ov er the front of 
my heart. My doctor adv ised 
me to hav e op en heart su rgery . 
He said I didn’t hav e a chance 
to liv e another y ear withou t 
su rgery . He ex p lained a v ein 
wou ld b e remov ed from my left 


leg and sewed to the artery to 
b y p ass the clogged artery . 
I decided to hav e it, as I still 
hav e y ou ng children. I am a 43- 
y ear-old female. I went to 
Hou ston, 
Tex as, 
for 
the 
su rgery . Ev ery thing went 
wrong. My heart stop p ed on the 
tab le b efore my chest was 
op ened — so that called for 
q u ick action to get it op en. The 
su rgeon massaged my heart 
u ntU the heart-lu ng machine 
cou ld b e set u p . 
The su rgeon did not k now 
how long my heart stop p ed 
withou t b lood circu lation. He 
was afraid I might hav e b rain 
damage. Howev er, I went into a 
coma which lasted eight day s. I 
cannot tell y ou ab ou t the 
horrib le 
dreams 
I 
went 
throu gh. 
I am doing fairly well now, 
and tak e medicine for my heart 
and to control sk ip p ing of the 


heart. My p rob lem is I can’t 
shak e the b ad dreams. The 
su rgeon told my hu sb and I 
wou ld hav e loss of memory , 
that I shou ld forget it all and not 
talk ab ou t it. I am nerv ou s and 
cannot hold any thing in. I feel I 
ju st hav e to talk ab ou t it. I am 
worried ab ou t my self and 
sometimes I hav e chest p ain. I 
hav e fou ght hard to liv e. I had 
p neu monia the fou rth day and 
didn’t k now where the nex t 
b reath was coming from. Can 
y ou u nderstand what I went 
throu gh? 
Dr. Lamb , I am v ery thank ­ 
fu l I am still aliv e. I do not want 
to b e a cardiac crip p le, b u t I 
ju st can’t shak e this mental 
thing. I hav e nightmares where 
I b eat on my hu sb and to fix the 
ox y gen machine, it is on fire, 
etc. I need someone to talk to. 
My family is v ery k ind b u t they 
don’t u nderstand my p rob lem, 


so if y ou can read this, God. 
b less y ou . 
Dear Rea der — Yes, I un 
derstand wha t y ou ha v e been 
throu gh. As a heart specia list 1 
hav e attended ma ny pa tients 
throu gh op en heart surg ery . 1 
want« ! to p u t y ou r 
letter in the 
colu mn b ecau se to o o ften, 
p eop le hear only the wo ndro us 
achiev ements in hea rt surg ery 
withou t hearing the o ther side 
of the story . There are ma ny 
comp lications that ca n o ccur* 
and this is why some hea rt 
sp ecialists 
are rela tiv ely 
conserv ativ e ab ou t sending 
p atients to su rgery . 
I think y ou shou ld talk ab ou i 
y ou r ex p erience. The b est thing 
for y ou to do is talk the whole 
thing ou t. You will get ov er thè 
ex p erience faster if y ou v enr 
tilate all y ou r feelings. Goo4 
lu ck and I hop e y ou r health 
imp rov es.

Pay, time forcing some from legislature 
Legal

PEKIN, Dl. (AP) — “i» m 
tired of being damned, tarred 
and feathered,” Egbert Groen 
declares as he look s across his 
law office desk and reflects on 
two decades in the Illinois Sen­ 
ate. 
Groen, who won his primary 
race for re-election, is one of 
dozens of state lawmak ers who 
hav e decided against going 
back to the legislatu re this 
y ear, althou gh many of them 
probably wou ld get v oter ap­ 
prov al. 
Instead he will join his son in 
dev eloping their law practice in 
Pek in and recov er from ‘‘minor 
phy sical problems” which de­ 
v eloped, Groen say s, becau se of 
pressu res, tensions and the 
pace of the legislatu re. 
‘‘I hav e driv en more than 30,- 


000 
miles 
to 
and 
from 
Springfield and ov er the state 
du ring the past y ear,” Groen 
said in an interv iew, adding 
that there ju st isn’t enou gh 
time to be a legislator in 
Springfield, maintain a bu si­ 
ness at home and k eep in tou ch 
with the v oters. 
When those v oters go to the 
polls Tu esday 47 of 177 mem­ 
bers of the Hou se and 20 of 58 
senators—all elected in 19 7 0- 
will not be u p for re-election. 
A few of them lost in the pri­ 
mary ; some were reappor­ 
tioned ou t of their districts; 
sev eral are ru nning for Con­ 
gress or statewide office, and a 
half dozen members of the 
Hou se are seek ing state Senate 
seats. 
Most of them, howev er, ju st 
decided they had had enou gh of 
the state legislatu re, which, 


they say , has consu med more 
and more of their time, energy 
and money . 
“These annu al sessions are 
k illing a lot of people,” de- 
Illinois! 
Focu s 


clared Sen. G. William Horsley 
of Springfield, who after 26 
v ears in the General Assembly 
is retiring at age 62. 
Althou gh pressu res are al­ 


way s on legislators not to in­ 
crease their salaries, they be­ 
liev e for the most part that 
their present $17 ,500 annu al 
compensation is not nearly 
enou gh for the work they do 
and the time they spend away 
from their priv ate bu sinesses. 
“The solu tion first is to pro­ 
v ide adeq u ate salaries com­ 
patible to the work ,” declared 
Sen. Robert Cherry , who an­ 
nou nced a few week s ago that 
he wou ld not seek re-election 
althou gh he won in his primary 
in Chicago. 
“My great concern is that 
this legislatu re is losing and 
will continu e to lose top caliber 
people and the reason has been 
financial,” 
The assistant Senate minority 
leader, Terrell E. Clark , R- 
Western Springs, said recently , 
“Many top caliber people can’t 


all 
and aren’t going to spend 
their time down here.” 
Clark e is seek ing another 
term, bu t concedes that “ov er 
the last six to eight y ears we’v e 
had people with 20 y ears ex ­ 
perience .. . leav e becau se 
they cou ld mak e a lot more 
money in priv ate life and they 
no longer cou ld pu rsu e both a 
pu blic and priv ate career at the 
same time.” 
The money factor is not the 
whole story behind the ex odu s 
of lawmak ers this y ear. 
Lik e Horsley , most of the re­ 
tirees blame, in part, the ad­ 
v ent of the annu al legislativ e 
session which forces them to 
spend considerable more time 
in Springfield than in the past. 
“It’s really a time problem,” 
declared Rep. George Bu rditt, 
R- LaGrange, who is a LaSalle 
street lawy er in Chicago. “Now 


. . . we’re in Springfield more 
and I’m spending more time 
there than I can afford to 
spend—almost regardless of 
the money factor.” 
There has been talk of drasti­ 
cally increasing salaries and 
operating 
a 
professional 
legislatu re 
in 
which 
the 
lawm ak ers wou ld abandon 
their priv ate bu sinesses alto­ 
gether and dev ote all their time 
to the General Assembly . 
Most legislators and political 
observ ers across the state are 
opposed to the idea, say ing that 
it is important to hav e a v ariety 
of back grou nds represented in 
the General Assembly . 
Bu t Horsley and some of the 
other retirees claim, “Right 
now we’re right in between. If 
y ou ’re going to get men to serv e 
y ou ’re going to hav e to pay 
them accordingly .” 


Until 1976 
National issues 
still overshadow 
state elections 
SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
The national election Nov . 7 
tends to obscu re many ballot 
decisions on the state and local 
lev el, inclu ding choices for 152 
ju dgeships and three Univ ersity 
of Illinois tru steeships. 
The 1970 Constitu tion is in­ 
tended to cu t down the ov er­ 
shadowing of state and local 
matters by national concerns 
bu t it won’t begin to hit target 
u ntil after 1976. 
In 1976, the gov ernor and oth­ 
er ex ecu tiv e offices will be cho­ 
sen for two-y ear terms. In the 
1978 state election the Illinois 
ex ecu tiv es cannot be swept into 
office on a presidential coattail. 
The ju dicial election Nov . 7 
will test another 1970 Illinois 
constitu tional innov ation, in­ 
tended to mak e it more difficu lt 
for ju dges seek ing retention to 
av oid facing opponents. 
While u nder prov isions of the 
old constitu tion a ju dge escaped 
facing an adv ersary by getting 
approv ed by only a simple ma­ 
jority of those v oting, the 1970 
constitu tion raised the req u ire­ 
ment to 60 per cent of those 
v oting on the q u estion. 
Of the 346 circu it ju dges in 
the state, 146 are on the ballot 
and seek ing retention nex t 
Tu esday . Also, 6 of the 27 ap­ 
pellate ju dges are seek ing re­ 
tention. 
The ju dicial election also 
tests the effectiv eness of the Il­ 
linois State and Chicago Bar 
associations’ polls which rec­ 
ommended that 11 of the ju dges 
not be retained. 
For the three non-salaried 
Univ ersity of Illinois tru stee 
posts at stak e, there are a doz­ 
en contenders. One of the is­ 
su es is what role stu dents 
shou ld be permitted to play in 
board fu nctions. 
The Repu blican candidates 
inclu de an incu mbent, Ralph 
Hahn of Springfield, whose six - 
y ear term is ex piring. Among 
Democratic candidates is an­ 
other incu mbent, Roger Pogu e 
of Decatu r. Socialist Labor and 
Commu nist parties also hav e 
slates. 
The other two Repu blican 
candidates for the u niv ersity 
board are Janes S. Hay es Ra­ 
der of Anna, and Park Liv ­ 
ingston of LaGrange, a former 
board 
member. 
The 
other 
Democratic 
candidates 
for 
tru stee are Ellen Au gu sty n and 
Nicholas Doscn, both of Chi­ 
cago. 
In some races for cou nty of­ 
fices across the state, candi­ 
date’s are dev eloping as an is­ 
su e whether the office they 
seek shou ld be electiv e or ap­ 
pointiv e. Under the 1970 con­ 
stitu tion, cou nty officers other 
than sheriff, cou nty clerk and 
treasu rer may be eliminated 
from the electiv e list. 
Some cou nties already hav e 
v oted to eliminate the office of 
coroner. Some candidates for 
coroner and recorder of deeds 
pledge if elected to work for 
elimination of the office. 
Members of the Circu it Cou rt 
Clerk s Association failed in re­ 
cent 
attempts 
to 
persu ade 
cou rts to ex empt their offices 
from election u ntil the legisla­ 
tu re ru les whether they shall be 
electiv e or appointiv e. Con­ 
seq u ently , the Circu it Cou rt 
clerk s are on the ballots and in­ 
cu mbents are fighting for re- 
election in most cou nties. 
Referenda to increase real 
estate tax es are among local is­ 
su es. 
In 
Ly ons 
and 
Riv erside 
Townships in Cook Cou nty and 
in fiv e downstate cou nties, 
v otes will decide whether to in­ 
itiate or to ex pand local mental 
health programs. Forty local 
gov ernments already hav e done 
so. In most cases, adoption of 
the program means au thorizing 
a max imu m lev y of 10 cents 
per $100 real estate v alu ation. 
The fiv e downstate cou nties 
with mental health propositions 
are Champaign, Clark , Ford, 
Way r# and Henry , the state 
mental health department said. 


In Springfield, 26 persons are 
seek ing election to 11 posts on 
the 
new 
board 
of 
the 
Springfield Metropolitan Ex ­ 
position and Au ditoriu m Au ­ 
thority . The main issu e of the 
campaign is a proposal of the 
cu rrent board to bu ild a $10.5 
million conv ention center in the 
downtown area and to finance 
it in part with hotel-motel tax . 
Citizens had v oted down a real 
estate tax proposition to su p­ 
port the project. 
Au thority to lev y a tax to 
su pport the Rock Island Cou nty 
Health Department is being op­ 
posed by some real estate 
tax pay ers. 
St. Clair Cou nty v oters will 
decide whether to elect their 
cou nty board chairman by a 
cou nty -wide election instead of 
hav ing him chosen by fellow 
board members. 
Cou rt decisions are pending 
on attempts to pu t on the 
Tu esday ballot the q u estion 
whether fou r 
Cook 
Cou nty 
townships shou ld hav e their 
gov ernments dissolv ed. This is 
permissible u nder the 1970 con­ 
stitu tion, as su bject to su ch ref­ 
erenda. 
The petitions for referenda 
were filed by the Leagu e of Wo­ 
men v oters in Northfield, Niles, 
Palatine and Maine townships. 
The q u estions went to cou rt 
when township officials ob­ 
jected that the q u estion cou ld 
not be su bmitted to a v ote be­ 
cau se the legislatu re has not 
prov ided for su bstitu te gov ern­ 
ments to handle townships wel­ 
fare and road fu nctions.

Most Christians in the United 
Spates enjoy using the phrase 
the churches ought to get to­ 
gether.” You hav e heard it at 
garden parties, family cook- 
outs, and wedding receptions. 
Your man in the pew failed to 
thriv e on the denominational 
differences (although he felt 
most comfortable with serv cies 
at his ‘‘own church” ) and 
v oiced his disapprov al at the 
fracture of the whole Christian 
ex perience. 
Yet the adv ent of COCU— 
Consultation on Church Union 
— as proposed by the late 
Bishop Pike and the v ery activ e 
Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, 
nev er reached the goals that 
rtiany claimed to cherish. The 
« dm, in I960, was to form the 
Church of Christ Uniting. Main 
stream Protestantism was not 
for the merger concept. Ev an­ 
gelical and Pentecostal groups 
remained aloof, giv ing re­ 
strained, polite support. Yet 
more than a decade of discus­ 
sion and debate has passed — 
and with it the mood for merger 
and union on a grand scale. The 
final crusher may hav e come 
this y ear when the United 
Presby terian General Assem­ 
bly asked its representativ es to 
pull out of the Consultation on 
Church Union. With Pike gone 
and the United Presby terians 
out, the ecumenical hopes for 
organic union are dim, indeed. 
Those who want the larger 
perspectiv e on the collapse of 
the church union should read 
the August 
“ Christian Cen­ 
tury ” article by Methodist 
Dennis M. Campbell. He cov ers 
carefully the major forces 
behind the call for church union 
and then catalogues, in his 
v iew, the causes of change and 
disillusion. 
He recalls that the climate of 
the late ’5 0s was one of institu­ 
tional strength for the chur­ 
ches, a period of growth, 
building and strong Sunday 
attendance. How sharply those 
statistics hav e changed. Other 
reasons were current and 
v alid: Pope J ohn XXIII gav e 
Christianity a new sunrise and 
the spirit of conciliation and 
reunion were soaring on a 
global scale. Dennis Campbell 
reminds us that Christians of 
ev ery 
persuasion 
were 
challenged by the social and 
economic needs of mankind and 
felt that ecumenicity was a 
natural and logical response to 
these concerns. 
The Rev . Mr. Campbell cites 
these reasons for the sag in 
COCU: 


Boredom (“ The consultation 
has simply not dealt with issues 
that ex cite interest or en­ 
thusiasm” ); 
Conflict (“ Today . . . there is 
a split within the denominations 
about the nature and purpose of 
the church” ); 
Black Inv olv ement “ Black 
consciousness has ov ertaken a 
host of black pastors and lay 
people” —these people fear a 
loss of identity and a loss of 
“ the burning Spirit of the 
Lord.” 
Lastly and heav ily : 
Bureaucracy “ Church struc­ 
tures tend to become self- 
serv ing, self-satisfied and self- 
perpetuating, using up un­ 
believ able amounts of money 
on office space, communica­ 
tions and trav el.” 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.)

Forbidden apple'has newlmage

NEW YORK (AP) - The for­ 
bidden “ apple,” that storied old 
lure to human sin, got a new, 
honored place at a worship 
serv ice here — as the fruit of 
freedom. 
Church women dreamed up 
the idea, and celebrated it. 
They also communed by sip­ 
ping apple juice. And they 
joined in affirming the “ liber­ 
ation of apples.” 


Declaring 
they 
rejected 
“ m an’s 
traditional 
inter­ 
pretation” of the Adam and 
Ev e story , the congregation of 
Roman Catholic, Presby terian, 
Methodist, Episcopal, United 
Church and v arious other Prot­ 
estant women chanted in un­ 
ison: 
“ We affirm that it does not 
conv ey truth to us about ap­ 
ples, and certainly not about 
ourselv es. We hold that Ev e 
performed the first free act.” 
“ Ah-woman,” 
someone 
added, instead of the usual 
“ Ah-men.” 
The ecumenical “ sister-cele­ 
bration,” held at the Washing­ 
ton Square Methodist Church 
here last Sunday , was part of a 
spreading women’s crusade for 
fuller rights in church affairs. 
It came on “ Reformation 
Sunday ,” once a day to me­ 
morialize the Protestant break 
from Roman Catholicism but 
now a day for unify ing activ i­ 
ties. There were v aried wo­ 
men’s tactics around the coun­ 
try to bolster their case for 


equal 
status 
in 
American 
churches. 
In some cities, women tacked 
their theses on church doors — 
in immitation of 16th century 
reformer Martin Luther. 
“ We as women feel it is time 
that the church repent of sex ­ 
ism and be reformed,” said the 
Rev . Barbara W. McCall of 
New York, ex ecutiv e of the Un­ 
ited Church Task Force on Wo­ 
men which sponsored the serv ­ 
ice here. 
It began with readings of the 
Genesis account of humanity ’s 
creation and “ fall,” the first 
defiance of God as portray ed 
by the eating of forbidden fruit 
— on Ev e’s initiativ e. Actually , 
the 
story 
nev er 
mentions 
“ apple” — a mere elaboration 
of folk lore. 
“ We were told that we were 
agents of ev il, corrupters of 
perfect creation,” intoned the 
leader, the Rev . Tilda Norberg, 
of Staten Island, N.Y. 
Chorused the female worship­ 
pers: “ We fell for all that.” 


“ We were told that we were 
’subordinate 
beings, 
deriv ed 
from 
man, 
not 
uniquely 
created,” the leader said, and 
the worshippers responded: 
“ We fell for all that...We con­ 
fess that we bowed down to 
that old ideology ...” But they 
v owed to seek “ the liberation of 
the whole human family and all 
creation.” 
To clarify their own inter­ 
pretation 
of 
Genesis, 
they 
added a supplemental so-called 
“ new my th” about a woman, 
Lilith, first created with Adam. 
He complained about her insist­ 
ence on equality . 
As a result, the account 
added, she abandoned him and 
God prov ided Adam a more 
subserv ient woman, Ev e, who 
uneasily accepted her secon­ 
dary role until she climbed the 
apple tree and found Lilith out­ 
side the garden wall—free. 
This left the situation “ burst­ 
ing 
with 
possibilities,” 
the 
script said. In short, all sorts of 
things might break loose.
